Prior art does not teach or render obvious a method of forming a double-sided 
capacitor as defined in the allowed claims above, comprising particularly the steps 
of: forming a first sacrificial liner and forming a sacrificial plug of different 
materials in a first opening in a first insulating layer; forming a second sacrificial 
liner in a second opening in a second insulating layer; removing the sacrificial 
plug; and filling the two aligned openings with a first conductive layer that has an 
external surface in contact with the two sacrificial liners; and selectively removing 
the two sacrificial layers so as to expose the external surface of the first 
conductive layer. 

Applicants concur with the reasons as stated by the Examiner insofar as they comprise a 
summary and are exemplary and not limiting. However, the independent claim as allowed 
includes other and different language than that specified by the Examiner, and the allowed 
dependent claims include other and further features and elements.
